ATHOLIC theology teaches that 
while no one can be saved without 
the grace of God, neither can anyone 
be saved even with the help of God's 
grace if he will not cooperate with it. 
Catholic theology also teaches that 
God always does His part, that He 
denies grace tu no one, at least grace

AN ANALYSIS OF BRISBANE 

Commenting on the Jewish New Year recently Arthur 
Brisbane noted the fact that the year 5692 in the Jewish ca)- 
endar had begun. Then he, the “know-all,” observes: “The 
Christian religion gives a different ue to the earth, but inas- 
much as science proves both wrong by many hundred millions 
of years, it is not a thing to quarrel about.” 

The Christian religion has never made any pronounce- 
ment on the age of the earth; neither does the counting of the 
Jews pretend to start with the beginning of the earth. The 
counting is supposed to have begun with the appearance of 
the human race. But most scientists maintain that the earth 
was not habitable for a long time after it was formed. 

If Arthur Brisbane has one weakness it is the worship 
of any pronouncement that sounds scientific. If he 
other weakness it is to compare the scientific pronouncement 
with some teaching or practice of the Christian religion: and 
his comparison, in nearly every instance, is very faulty, either 
because he does not understand the scientific teaching or be- 
cause he does not understand the teaching of 
Usually he does not understand either too clearly.
